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Junction (Philadeiphia) Railroad. 

In the United States Circuit Court, Phila- 
delphia, on the 28th ult., the prolonged suit of 
the Philadelphia, Wilmington and Baltimore, 
Philadelphia and Reading and Pennsylvania 
Kailroad Companies, concerning the right of 
the two former companies to transport their 
cars over the 14 miles of track which, under 
the name of the Junction Railroad, is practi- 
cally under the control of the latter company, 
and which has hitherto claimed exclusive right 
to operate the same, was decided by Judge 
McKennan. The proceedings were institcted 
by Judge Lathrop, of the Central Railroad of 
New Jersey, and Moses Taylor, for the Balti- 
more and Ohio Railroad Company, who nearly 
two years ago applied for an injunction re- 
straining the Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
from interfering with their rights. The Judge 
decrees that the Junction Railroad Company 
must furnish motive power or transport over 
its road freight or passengers arriving in cars 
of the Philadelphia, Wilmington and Balti- 
more Railroad destined for the Philadelphia 
and Reading Railroad or its connections. It 
must also transport freight or passengers ar- 
riving in cars by the Philadelphia and Reading 
Railroad destined for the Philadelphia, Wil- 
mington and Baltimore Railroad or its con- 
nections. The Pennsylvania Railroad Compa- 
ny is enjoined from hindering or in any way 
interfering with the performance of the duties 
in this respect of the Junction Railroad Com- 
pany, but is not restrained from purchasing ex- 
clusively the motive power to transport the 
cars. In his opinion the Judge thus refers to 
the corporation respondent : 


The Junction Railroad Company is a corpo- 
ration created by a special act of the Pennsyl- 
vania Legislature dated May 30th, 1860, 
whereby it was authorized to construct a rail- 
road commencing at a point upon the Philadel- 
phia and Reading Railroad at or near the 
bridge of said company near Peters Isiand in 
the river. Schuylkill. Thence by the best 
route to a point upon the line of the Pennsy]-. 
vania Railroad, within one mile east of 
George’s run, at the village of Hestonville ; 
thence by the line of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
a by the most direct “gee sim route 

& point upon the line of the Philadelphia 
and Wilmington Railroad, vit 





By asupplement to this charter, passed in 
1861, the Junction Railroad Company was au- 
thorized to make a complete line of railway 
from a point on the Philadelphia and Reading 
Railroad at or near the bridge at Peter’s Island 
to a point on the Philadelphia, Wilmington 
and Baltimore Railrcad, at or near Gray’s Fer- 
ry Bridge by the most convenient and practi- 
cable route. 

By further legislation the company was au- 
thorized to borrow $500,000 upon mortgage 
of its property and franchises, and upon this 
security a loan of that amount was negotiated 
upon the authorized guaranty of it by the 
then companies named. The stock of the 
company was taken and is now held by the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company, the Philadel- 
phia and Reading Railroad Company, and the 
Philadelphia, Wilmington and Baltimore Rail- 
road Company, except a few shares which are 
held by individuals. 

At the organization of the company in 1861 
the President of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company was elected its President, and occu- 
pied that position until 1867, during which 
time the whole line of its road was located 
definitely between its prescribed termini. Un- 
der h’‘s direction a large sum, to wit, about 
$870,000, was expended in its construction, 
and the whole of the road, except that part 
between Market and Thirty-fifth street, was 
completed by it. This intervening part was 
constructed by the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company, and was held by the Supreme Court 
of Pennsylvania to be the property of that 
company, and this decision must be regarded 
as conclusive, so far as the legal ownership of 
that line is concerned. But in view of the ad- 
mission that the Junction Railroad may have 
rights touching the use. of the section of road 
referred to, the decree was entered without 
prejudice to such rights or to the assertion of 
them in an appropriate proceeding. Various 
other facts are alleged in the bills of comp‘aint, 
and are verified by the accompanying affida- 
vits, which altogether constitute a “ strange, 
eventful ” history of the construction of the 
road. Enough of them have been here stated 
to indicate the vital object and the essential 
importance to the public of the construction 
of the road. The Pennsylvania, the Philadel- 
phia and Reading, and the Philadeiphia, Wil- 
mington and Baltimore railroads terminate at 
Philadelphia. Tbey were unconnected with 
each other, and so the immense traffic requir- 
ing transfer from one to the other was neces- 
sarily conducted with great expense, inconve- 
nience, and embarrassment. These difficulties 
would ‘be almost entirely avoided: by the cop. 


struction of 4 continuous line only about four 





miles long from Gray’s Ferry to Peter’s Island, 
and accordingly the Junction road was project- 
ed and made. A broken line with a gap in 
the middle of it would not answer the purpose; 
its continuity was absolutely essential to effec- 
tuate the object of its creation, as well as to 
meet the just expectation of its stockholders 
and the public. So, in the annual report of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company, February 
8, 1863, it is said: 

The Philadelphia, Wilmington and Balti- 
mre Railroad Company, the Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad Company and the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company have organized the 
Junction Railroad Comrany, under a charter 
procured from the Legislature of 1860, and 
amended at the last session. The object of 
this line is to connect these three railroads of 
a continuous line along the west bank of the 
Schuylkill river, from the Reading Railroad, 
near Peter’s Island Bridge, to the Philadel- 
phia, Wilmington and Baltimore Railroad, at 
Gray’s Ferry, intersecting the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, near the Wire Bridge at Fairmount, 
so that an interchange of freight between 
these lines may be effected without going 
through the populous parts of the city. 

In apparent accordance with the declaration 
were all the acts and declarations of the Penr- 
sylvania Railroad Company during the pro- 
gress of construction until the controversy 
arose as to the ownership of the middle sec- 
tion, and they may, therefore, be fairly re- 
garded as, in a grcat measure inducing the ex- 
penditure of the large sum laid out by the 
Junction Railroad in its line. 

After further reference to the rights and 
powers of the several corporations interested, 
the Judge made the following decree: 

And now, October 25, 1880, it is ordered 
and decreed that an injunction be granted un- 
til further order of this Court, enjoining and 
restraining the said Junction Railroad Compa- 
ny, its officers, servants and agents from de- 
clining or refusing or in any manner failing to 
perform the duties required of them in the 
charter of said company, and especially from 
declining or refusing to furnish motive power, 
haul, receive, ship or transport over its road 
freights or passengers arriving in cars by the 
Philadelphia, Wilmington and Baltimore Rail- 
road destined for the ‘Philadelphia and Read- 
ing Railroad or its connections, or from declin- 
ing or refusing to furnish motive power, haul, 
receive, ship or transport freight or passengers 
arriving in cars by the Philadelphia and Read - 
ing Railroad, destined for the Philadelphia 
‘Wilmington and Baltjaiore Railroad or its con- 
nections, 
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Also, that the said Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company, its officers, agents, and servants be 
enjoined and restrained from interfering with 
or in any manner“hindering the said Junction 
Rail Company from performing its said 
corporate duties and transporting freight and 
passengers as aforesaid. 

Last, this injunction shall not be taken to 
restrain the said Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany from purchasing exclusively the motive 
power to transport the cars aforesaid over and 
upon that portion of the Junction Line which 
is situated between the north side of Market 
and Thirty-fifth street in the city of Philadel- 
phia.

The dividend received on the shtres of the De- 
troit, Grand Haven, and Milwaukee Railway Com- 
pany cut of the profits to December 31, 1879, 
amounting to $45,000 or £9,246, makes a total 

available surplus of $44,094. 
' From this sum the directors recommend the 
payment of the balf yeai’s dividend on the 5 per 
cent preference stock, amounting to £12,644, aod 
a dividend for the balf year onthe ordinary shares 
of 2s per share free of income tax (at the rate of 
1 per cent per annum), whick will absorb £30,603 
leaving a balance of £847 to be carried forward 
to the next half year’s accounts, 

The total receipts on the main line and branch- 
es, exclusive of leased lines, show an increase of 
£71,662, or 194¢ per cent over those of the cor- 
responding period of last year. 

The expenditures, as detailed in the various ab- 
stracts appended to the revenue account, and ex- 
plained in the officers’ reports, has exceeded that 
of the corresponding half of 1879 by £24,258. Of 
this increase, £9,600 is attribatable to the fact 
that the present half year’s revenue bears its fall 
contribution to the various reserve funds, whereas 
in the accounts for the half year ended July 31, 
1879, as exp'ained in the report for that period, 
only the smount actually expended on renewals 
was charged.

It will be observed on reference to the capital 
account, No, 8, that an amount of £32,400 5 per 
cent perpetual debenture steck has beer issued 
during the half year, to provide for repayment at 
maturity of termiuable bonds, bearing interest at 
6 per cent, The charges to capital account, 
amounting to £19,677, consist principally of the 
proportion of the cost of renewiog wooden bridg- 
es in stove and iron, and the acquirement of bonds 
of the Wellington, Grey, aod Bruce railway under 
traffic agreements with that Company, 

Tha workiog of the teased lines for the past 
balf year show a deficiency (including interest and 
rentals) of £16 201, against £11,200 in the cor- 
responding ha!f year. This apparently unfavora- 
ble comparison arises from the amount charged 
this balf year fir proportionate contributions to 
the reserve funds, for which there was no corres- 
ponding debit in the accounts of the half year en- 
ded Jaly 81, 1879. In conf rmity with the traffic 
agreements, an amount of £3,252, being the equis- 
alent of 20 per cent of tho half year’s earnings on 
additional traffic interchanged with the Welling- 
ton, Grey, and Bruce railway, will be applied on 
January 1 next to the purchase of the bonds of 
tbat Compapry at par. 

An agreement having for its object the acqui- 
sition of traffic from the south west by connectirg 
with the Wabash, St. Lonis and Pacific railway, 
via Toledo, was reported and approved at a spec- 
ial meeting of Shareholders held on the 11th of 
December, 1879. Since that period the Detroit, 
Adrian and South Western Railway Company has 
been incorporated, aod a road is now in course of 
construction between the city of Detroit and Bat- 
ler—a point on the Eel river section of the Wa- 
bash system—which will, in connection with the 
Great Western railway, materially shorten the 
route from 8t, Louis and otber southwesterc points 
to New York and the northern Atlantic ports, 
[ke new railway will have its terminus at Detroit, 
in the depot of the Detroit, Grand Haven and Mil- 
waukee Railway Company. An agreement has 
been negotiated with the Wabash, St. Louis and 
Pacific Railway Company for the conveyance of 
through traffic by this new route, and will on 
completion of the Railway be substitated for the 
previous agreement. By this arrangement a di- 
rect connection will be formed with the Wabash 
system, from which the Directors anticipate a con- 
siderable iocrease of traffic, 

It bas been already reported that the opera- 
tions of the Detroit, Grand Haven end Milwaukee 
railway from the 14th November, 1878, to the 31st 
December, 1879, resulted in a net revenue surplus 
of $50,557, and the directors have now to av- 
nounce that a dividend of 8 per cent on the share 
capital, amounting to $45,000 or £9,247, has been 
paid and placed to the credit of the Great Weat- 
ern Company, as per account No. 10, From the 
lst of January last the working of the Detroit, 
Gratd Haven and Milwaukee Railway has contin- 
aed satisfactory, but in the opinion of the direc- 
tors the traffic is capable of further development,

Boston’s Increased Railroad and Shipping 
Facilities. 

Boston congratulates itself upon at last obtain- 
ing another connection with the metropolis of the 
West, through the Grand Trank Railway exten- 
sion from Port Huron to Chicago, To establish 
ao entrance into Chicago, and permanent stations 
iu the city, has necessitated the removal of vari- 
ous legal obstructions, which it is said has been 
accomplished. The Grane Trunk Railway has 
now a contiouous line from Portland to Chicago, 
which has been obtained through the building of 
a few sections and the purchase of several short 
lines of road. With the completion of the laying 
of steel rails on the Central Vermont road to its 
janction with t he Grand Trunk at St. Johns a 
line wholly of steel is formed from the Atlantic 
to Chicago, having Boston, with its excellent har- 
bor facilities, for aterminus. Two thoosand miles 
of railway are inclndcd in this system, compris- 
ing what is called the Central Vermont and Grand 
Traok line; ten thousand cars and six hundred 
locomotives are owned by it. 

The Boston and Lowell, Concord, Northern, 
and Central Vermort railroads, workiog in sym 
pathy with the tariff management of the Grand 
Trunk Railway, form a line through northern 
New Eng!and which will net only prove of advan- 
tage to the mauvofacturing and agricultural inter- 
ests of that section but, with the through line thas 
formed, will greatly stimulate the commercial 





apd shipping interests of Boston, The variog 
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roads forming this new line have slways looked 
upon Beston with favor as a shipping port, and 
now that the neceseary connections are complete 
and desirable terminal facilities at Chicago se 
cured, the growth of traffic between Boston and 
Chicago will undoubtedly be largely increased. 
A large portion of the freight traffic of the Grand 
Tronk Ruilway from the West already seeks Bos- 
ton, coming by way of the Victoria Bridge at 
Montreal to the Central Vermont Railroad. 

With the Boston, Hoosac Tanne) and Western 
Railway, the Boston and Albany aod tbis new 
Grand Truok Line pouring their traffic into Bos- 
ton it would certainly seem that this New Kngland 
terminus is to speedily atiain the importance as a 
shippiog port that bas long been denied it. The 
oveping of the Hoosac Tunnel has vastly increased 
the flow of western freight t» Boston, the Bos- 
ten, Hoosac Tonnel and Western Railway hav- 
log had of late fully as much business as it coald 
handle, Boston capitalists are awake to ihe im- 
portance of providing greatly increased shipping 
facilities for the freight lacded on their wharves 
for export.

‘—Tue Housatonic Railroad passenger receip's for 
the fiscal year ending Sept. 30, 1880, are reported as 
being the largest of any year since 1874, being $27,- 
000 in excess of the previous year. It is said that 
the total freight and passenger receipts of the road for 
1880 will show an increase of $142,000 over the year 
1879.

Atlantic, Mississippi and Ohio Railroad. 

By order of the United States Circuit Court at 
Richmond, Va., on the 30th ult., the sale of the 
Atlantic, Mississippi and Obio railroad, whicb 
was advertised to be made on the Ist inst., has 
been postponed until the 10th of next February. 
This became necessary in consequence of the dis- 
covery that the proper notices of sale required by 
the laws of the State and by the decree of the 
court to be served on the board of public work: 
and the attorney general of Virginia had not been 
served, and the advertisement had not been pub- 
lished as required by law. 

Mr. J. Condit Smith, of New York, in a letter 
dated Oct, 19, and addressed to Major John W. 
Daniel, of Lyochburg, Va., wrote as follows ; 





“If the sate of the Atiartic, Mississippi and 
Ohio railroad under the decree of foreclosure 
made by the United States Circnit Court is post- 
poned for ninety days I am confident of my abil- 
ity to organize a syndicate that will purchase the 
railroad property at the sale and pay for the same 
tbe amcunt due on the second mortgage, tepre- 
sented by Francis Skiddy und others as trustees, 
acd in addition thereto pay the State of Virginia 
the sum of five buodred thousand d. liars for her 
interest, aod give the present stockholders 83% 
per cent of the capital stoek of the new company.” 





Baltimore, Cincinnati and Western R. R. 

The Baltimore, Cincionatiand Western Railroad 
Compaoy was incorporated at Wheeling, West 
Va., on the 26:h ult,, with a capital of $5,000,000, 
The incorporators are Cincinnati and Baltimore 
capitalists, Ex-Gov. Thomas Young of Obio will 
be President. Tke road will run from Cincinnati 
to Ironton, O., thence across West Virginia to Vir- 
ginia and Maryland and on to Baltimore, a dia- 
tance of 600 wiles. Referring to the above, the 
Baltimore Sun says: 

It is learned in Baltimore that this new compa- 
ny bas secured charters in Ohio, Virginia, West 
Virginia and Maryland, and is actively at work, . 
and it is stated that the matter wiil be pushed to 
successful completion, Surveys and estimates 
have been made. It is said that the eastern di- 
vision of the road, through Virginia and Mary- 
land to Baltimore, crosses a fine farming country 
and passes bumerous towns and villages, many of 
which have no railroad connections, It is also 
claimed that there are 610,000 acres of cual ten 
feet thick, or 6,400,000,000 tons, along 100 miles 
of the proposed route nodeveloped, The termi- 
aus in Baltimore is to be in the counts, opposite 
Canton, where there is a barbor with 25 feet depth 
of water. The road will cross the Baltimore and 
Obio road rear Wasbington Junction, on the Main 
Stem, The total estimated cost of the line, in- 
cluding everything, is $25,000,000.

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Counterfeit Note List. 
HOW TO USE THE LIST. 

All Paper Money in the United States is 
printed in sheets of four notes of cne denom- 
ination on each sheet. Each bill bears a let- 
ter called the check letter, usually A, B, O or 
D, which appears on its upper left hand, and 
lower rlgat hand corner. The notes are al- 
ways numbered in their order on the sheets ; 
thus all notes lettered A, will bear the num- 
ber 1 or a number which divided by 4 will 
leave 1 remainder ; the number accompanying 
B divided by 4 will leave 2 remainder, OC, 3 re- 
mainder, D, no remainder. All genuine notes 
with letters A and OC will have odd numbers 
and all with B and D even numbers. 

The counterfeiter makes his plate commonly 
from one bill and rarely prints more than one 
cf the four letters, As soon as a spurious bill 
is discovered measures are taken to redeem all 
good bills of that denomination, bearing the 
same letter. This leaves the counterfeit alone 
in the field. 

All bills bearing the letters given in the fore- 
going list should be refused by all non-ex- 
perts. 

We can assure our subscribers that there 
are no counterfeit bills on paper currency of 
the United States, which are known to the 
Secret Service Division at Washington at this 
date. 

The National Bank notes printed in Italics 
are stolen and are worthless. 

Banks starred do not exist, and the whole 
issue is fraudulent. 








Common Law. 
NATIONAL BANKS, WHEN LIABLE FOR FRAUDS OF 
OFFICERS. 
PESNSYLVANIA SUPREME CouRT, MAY 3, 1880. 
BTECKEL YS. FIRST NATIONAL BANK OF ALLEN- 
TOWN, 
Plaintiff, who was a depositor in a National bank, 
requested a certificate of deposit drawing in- 
terest for a portion of his deposit. The teller 
of the bank gave bim a certificate which por- 
ported to be issued by B, & Co., a private bank- 
ing firm, and informed bim in the presence of 
the cashier of the bank that this was the bank’s 
certificate, upor which assurance plaintiff ac- 
cepted it. The members of the firm were the 
managing officers of the bank, but had a sep- 
arate place of business !n the same town, Held, 
that the bank was liable to the plaintiff for the 
amount of his deposit, 
Action by Alfred P, Steckel and others to re- 
cover $3,251 63, a balance of money alleged to 
be deposited with defendant, The opinion states 
the case, Tho court below directed judgment for 
$251 in favor of plaintiffs, from which they took 
a writ of error, 
E. I. Fox, Evan Holben, and D, D. Roper, for 
plaintiffs, 
Edward Harvey, R. E. Wright, Jr., and @, & 
H. Lear, for defendant. 
The plaintiff kept an account with the corpor- 
ation defendant, and were in the habit of makivg 
deposits and drawing checks io the usual manner. 
William H. Blamer was the president of the bank ; 
his son, Jaeob Blumer, was the cashier, Three 


Blumer, composed the banking house of William 
H, Blomer & Co., which carried on business but 
a few hundred feet distant from the First Natior- 
al Bank of Allentown, The plaintiffs having money 
on deposit with the bark, and being desirous of 
obtaining interest bearing certificates therefor, 
called at the bank fcr that purpose. Dr. A. P. 
Steckel, one of the plaintiffs, testifies as to what 
occurred, substantially as follows: “I went to 
the bank every week ortwoto make my deposits ; 
sometime in Aogust, when I made deposit, I ask- 
ed the teller, George Straub, does the First Na- 
tiocal Bank take any money on certificates ? He 


I said, ‘no, not to-day.’ I asked him whether 
the Firet National Bank issued certificates of de 
posil, and as a matter of course pay interest, and 
he saiG ‘ yes’; then I came there again in Scp- 
tember, 1876, and made my ordinary deposit in 
the bank, and after we were through I said to the 
teller that I would take the First National Baok 
certificates for $700, I filled out a check, and he 
handed me a certificate ; I looked at the certifi- 
cate for $700 ; it was to be made on demand, and 
asked kim, ‘ is this the First National Bank cer- 
tificate ? the answer was, ‘ yes, sir, it is ;? I then 
said, ‘ this reads Blamer & Co,; I want this dis. 
tinctly understood, I want nothing but the First 
National Bank certificates ; he answered the that 
this was one and the same thing ; that it should 
pass to the credit of the company, the same as it 
was before, With this assurance [ took that cer- 
tificate. This was in the presence of the cashier 
of the bank, Jacob A. Blumer.” Two other cer- 
tificates, aggregating, with the one above men- 
tioned, the sum of $3,000, were ohtained under 
circumstances not essentially different, There 
was evidence that the president of the bank rec. 
ognized them as binding upon the bank, and of- 
fered to reicstate the plaintiffs as they were be- 
fore, when the bank examiner was through his 
examination. That examination, however, re- 
sulted in the closiog of the bark, 
We must assume the jary would have found the 
facts as testified to by the plaintiff Steckel. The 
facts established, we bave a case of palpable 
fraud.

Baltimore and Ohio Sleepers. 

On the Ist inst. the Baltimore and Ohio Rail- 
road Company commenced running their own 
slesping cars instead of the Pullman coaches here- 
tofore in use on that road and its connections. 
One of these new sleepers, the “ Mount Clare,” 
built for the company at Dayton, Obio, wason ex- 
hibition in Baltimore on Saturday last, and is thus 
described by the Sun of that city : 


The new sleeper has all the accommodations 
characteristic of the Pullman and the Wagner 
sleepers, improved, it is claimed, in several par- 
ticulars. It has fourteen sections, seven on each 
side of the aisle, Tae car, when the upper berths 
are closed, does not have the appearance of a 
sleeper, owing to tue fact that the undsr sides of 
these berths present a flat surface decorated with 
embossed lvather, in imitation of bronze castinz, 
relieved by strips of dark molding, producing 
the effect of a richly paneled cornice the ertire 
length of the car, Above this cornice are ventila- 
ting windows, of stained glass, and so arranged 
that the aperture can be graduated at pleasure. 
These windows are protected by wire gause out- 
side, which also prevents the entrance of cinders, 
The “ headlining,” or ceiling of the upper portion 
of the car, is handsomely painted on wood. To 
this ceiling are suspended eight double lamps, 
witb argand burners, which serve to brilliantly 
illuminate the car, without dazzling the eye or 
casting a shadow. The seats are wide and com- 
fortable, (with arm rests which justify the name,) 
the outer sides resembling easy chairs of antiaue 
pattern, The seats and backs are upholstered 
in crimson plush. The windows, two toeach sec- 
tion, are divided by narrow strips only, extend 
down to the arm-rest and give ample light. They 
sre supplied with double sashes of one glass each, 
and are impervious to wind or dust, The floor of 
the car is covered with a thick velvet carpet of 
neat figure, io dark colors. The ladies’ toilet de- 
partment and gentlemen's lavatory, at opposite 
ends of the car, are fitted up with every requisite, 
including appliances for hot and cold water, The 
interior woodwork, as well as the moveable card 
tables, seats and section partitions is of black 
walou', smoothly finished in oil. The exterior is 
paiuted a rich olive color, (which is the uniform 
color of passenger coaches on the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad,) relieved by gilt-panel striping and 
ornamental figures of ucique design. * * * A 
‘combination ” car, recently built at Mount Clare 
works, was also exbibited to the visitors, who uni- 
ted in its praise, This car bas six sleeping sec- 
tions, with lower berths only, occepying about 
one-ha'f of the car, while the other balf_is furnish- 
ed with comfortable reclining chairs. This car 
will be run on the Pittsbarg Division of the road.

From the report of ihe directors of the Boston 
aod Albany Railroad Company, which was pre-

Nashua and Lowell Ratiroad Lease. 

The Boston and Lowell and the Nashua and 
Lowell Railroads were operated together for many 
years under a joint contract, which expired by 
its owo limitation two years ago. The Boston 
and Lowell Company at that time declioed to re- 
new ihe old contract, but offered to lease the 
Nashua Railroad on terms not satisfactory to the 
latter company. The roads have been operated 
separately ever sioce, and although both parties 
were ready to admit the mutnal advantages to 
both of a single management in many respects, 
they bave till recently been unable to agree up- 
on the terms of snch single management. The 
directors of the two companies bave now agreed 
upon the basis of a lease by the Boston and Lo- 
well of the Nashua and Lowell Railroad for one 
bundred years at a rental of $60,000 per annum, 
which is equivalent to 714 per cent upon the cap- 
ital stock of the leased road, subject, however, to 
ratification by the stockholders of both compa- 
cies who will meet on the 10th inst, to act upon 
the sulject. 

The Boston Journal, from which the above is 
obtained, says there is very little doubt enter- 
tained as to the action of the stcckholders in both 
cases, The lessor party will get as reutal a little 
more than it bas paid its stockholders the past 
year by way of dividend (7 per cent), while the 
lessee company will not only realize the full 
amount of rental from the earnings of the leased 
road but can operate the two roads together at a 
diminished cost, equal to at least one-fifth of the 
entire rental, thus reducing the rental from 74 to 
6 per cent or thereabouts, The Journal adds:
